NEW RULES GOVERNING CONTA- 
GIOUS DISEASES. 


Dr. Winchester, the well known local 
veterinary and inspector, has received 


the following communication from the 


chief of the cattle bureau: 

State House, Boston, June 20, 1904. 
To all Persons whom it may concern. 

By virtue of the power and authority 
vested by law in the Cattle Bureau of 
the State Board of Agriculture, under 
the provisions of chapter 90 of the Re- 
vised Laws and chapter 116 of the Acts 
of 1902, you are hereby notified that 
glanders and farcy, which is a conta- 
gious disease, and is so recognized un- 
der the laws of this Commonwealth, 
prevails extensively among horses and 
mules in some sections of this State. 

Yeu are hereby further notified that 
in order to prevent its spread, this Bu- 
reau has issued the following orders 

1. In stables or upon - premises 
where horses or mules are kept in 
this Commonwealth (except Bos- , 
ton) in which cases of’ glanders or 
farcy occur, any or all of-the ani- 
mals ‘kept (in such stables or upon 
such premises will be tested with 
mallein, in such instances. as the 
Chief of the Cattle Bureau deems 
it necessary to do so. Animals re-. 
acting to the mallein test will be 
held in.quarantine and the owners 
are forbidden to sell or dispose of 
such animals until they are released 
from quarantine by order of the 
Chief of the Cattle Bureau, but he 
will give permission to use animals 
which do not show physical symp- 
toms of. glanders or farcy. Ani- 
mals which develop physical signs 
of glanders or farcy will be killed; 
animals ceasing to react will be 
released as soon as the public safe- 
ty will permit. 

2, When an animal with glanders 
or farcy has died, or is killed by 
order of the Chief of the Cattle Bu- 
reau, or with the consent of the 
owner (outside of the city of Bos- 
ton), no other horse or mule shall 
be put in any stall, shed. or in- 
closure formerly.octupled by an an- 
imal so diseased, until. such stall; 
shed or inclosure has been  thor- 
oughly disinfected in accordance 
with the rules and regulations of 
the Cattle Bureau. 


3. In stables where the Chief of 
the Cattle Bureau tests all the 
animals kept therein, no horses or 
mules shal] be introduced into, or 
sold from, the stable without. his 
sanction until he declares tne 
premises free from infection. 

4. Blacksmiths when directed to 
do so must disinfect their shops in 
accordance with the instructions of 
the Chief of the Cattle Bureau or 
his authorized agent. 

-p. In Instances where the circurne 

stances require it, the proper au- 
thorities are hereby ordered to close 
the public watering troughs when 
directed to do so by the Chief of 
the Cattle Bureau, the same to re- 
main closed until he gives permis- 
sion to reopen them. Public water- 
ing troughs in cities or towns (out- 
side of Boston) where cases of 
glanders occur are to be cleansed at 
least once a week during the sum- 
mer months. 

Inspectors of animals in towns where 
glanders or farcy occurs shall publish 
this order by posting a printed copy 
thereof in three or°more public places 
within the limits of their respective 
cities or towns. 

This order shall take effect upon its 
approval.

marked success, four cures being claim- 
ed. The method of growing the bacil- 
lus is based on the idea that all salt 
must be extracted from the nutrient 
media. Beef extract is distilled and 
with pumice stone is soaked in a cur- 
rent of superheated steam. In this the 
bacillus of leprosy grows freely. Over 
100 cases are already in process of 
treatment in Burma.

SOUTHERN NEW HAMPSHIRE RE-

ADDRESS CF WELCOME. 


In his address of welcome President 
Charles O. Day of the Andover Theo- 
logical seminary spoke as follows: 

We are becoming used to pilgrim- 
ages from suburban towns like Boston 
and Salem, and the more that come 
the warmer welcome,’ especially in 
this weather. Provided, \jnowever, that 
they do not come to see ancient ruins, 
which defect in American landscape 
a witty divine said could be supplied 
on Andover Hill. There is a special 
reason why visitors from Salem are 
welcome here. Andover and . Salem 
are perhaps the two most distinctive 
tewns in this. Commonwealth as rep- 
resentatives of New England history, 
ideals’and spirit. Many bonds beside 
the welcome trotley tine serve to unite 
us. ‘Andover has been called, the most 
conservative of New, England towns. 
Let us except Salem. ~ individuality, 
sincerity, loyalty to historic tradition, 
faith in New England leadership be- 
cause inthe leadership of ideas, may 
be fairly said to mark both towns Jn 
an unusual degree. The last Pilgrim- 
age which came here devoted itself to 
the monuments of famous- men and 
women who hére have lived and work- 
ed. This Pilgrimage of the Essex In- 
Stitute puts emphasis upon natural 
history, a fact which makes it doubly 
welcome. Together with the like- 
minded-society of this town, not only 
the minds of the membership but the 
attention of the public at large, are 
directed’ to the fresh and unfailing 
sources of inspiration and rest to be 
found in such study. Ruskin says, 
that as soon as the question is asked 
How much did it cost, implying how 
few can have it, the mark of savagery 
is stamped upon the valuation of the 
means of rest or pleasure considered. 
You tre proving that the highest 
pleasures are those universally possi- 
ble. We have but to open our eyes and 
look about us, something all men may 
do, to get into nature’s dreamland, to 
thing with Andrew Marvel, “ a green 
thought in a green shade,” or with the 
Psalmist to enter into the secret place 
of the Most High. More than this is 
done. These pursuits mean training 
in observation, in fine distinction, in 
a perpetual passing of judgment. This 
is not that; and this at once leads 10 
a moral quality of the highest value. 
The thoroughly sciéntific way in which 
these studies are followed out has an 


immense value. The common accep- 
tation of names of objects in’ nature 
by which many can‘recognize them to- 
gether is a distinctly social function; 
and while we may some times be im- 
patient with the technicalities of sci- 
ence, yet we should remember’ also 


| 


that only tus can very many talk the | 


same language, share. in identical 
pleasure and become one observing eye 
and one rejoicing heart. Politics? 
You seem far removed from them, yet 
the end of politics is government, and 
the object of government is the satis- 
faction of wants. But wants go to 
tastes, and surely if, the taste of the 
people is cultivated in the direction 
pointed out by your efforts, their 
wants will be less hungrily absorbed 
with one or two objects, and the pos- 
sibility of .igh thinking going on with 
plain living, of the noblest, simplest, 


most innocent and unfailing type of 
pleasure, will be -increased. There are 
results also in the beautification of

A BUBBLE BLOWING INSECT. 


A Bubble-Blowing Insect,” wa: 
the subject of the address by Prof. E. 
S. Morse of the Peabody academy of 
science. He said in part: 2 

‘Many years ago, while preparing an 
elementary book on zoology, I had oc- 
casion to make a drawing of the little 


insect which is found on grass and 
other plants immersed in flecks of 
froth. This substance is commonly 


known as frog spittle or cuckoo spilt, 
and, being found in the spring, is 
known in France as ‘spring froth,’ 
‘Works on entomology gave the 
general statement that this Insect 
emitted the frothy mass from its bod). 
Curious to ascertain what peculiar 
gas-secreting apparatus was contained 
within its anatomy, I dissected a num- 
ber of specimens, without finding a 
trace of any structure that could pro- 
duce from within the body a_ single 
bubble of air. On the contrary, 1 
found that the little insect emitted a 
clear, somewhat viscid fluid, and by 
means of appendages at the extreme 
tip of its tail secured a motety of air 
by grasping it, so to speak, and then 
instantly releasing it as a bubble ir 


| the fluid it had secreted. At the time 


of this observation—twenty-five years 
ago—I supposed that entomologists 
were familiar with this fact, 
the appearance of my little book, I re- 
ceived a letter from the late Dr, Her- 
mann

reference of the nature of my _ state- 
ment. 
this insect has since been published, 


‘but a somewhat superficial survey of 
the literature has failed to reveal any | 


reference to the matter. In this con- 
nection it is interesting to opserve how 
often the most. edsily accessible facts 
of nature escape the’ special 
The history. of science is replete with 
such? instances.5, One cati hardly take 
up any subject connected with the life 
history of animals, without finding la- 
cunae which ought to have been filled 
long ago. The facts in regard to the 
ossification of the hyoid bonés in man 
is a case in point. The persistence of 
these erroneous concepts or. half- 
truths comes about by the acceptance 
at the outset of some fairly 
worthy account by an authority-on‘the 
subject, and ever after the statements 
are copied without a doubt being ex- 
pressed as to their accuracy. Ses 
“If we look over the literature of tne 
subject under discussion, we find that 
in nearly every case the Statement in 
regard to the spit-insect conveys 
the idea that the creature secretes the 
froth in which it is immersed. Begin- 
ning with De Geer in the last cen- 
tury, we quote as follows: “One may 
see coming out of the hinder part of 
its body a little ball of liquid, which 
it causes tu slip along, bending it un- 
der its body. Beginning again the 
same movements, it is not long in pro- 
ducing a second globule of liquid, filled 
with air like the first, which it places 
side by side with and close to the pre- 
ceding one, and continues the same OPp- 
eration as long as there remains any 
sap in its body.” Kirby and gen si 


in their Entomology, describe 
white froth often observed on rose 
bushes and other shrubs and plants,

wood’s Insects we find the following 
Statement: “One of the best-known in- 
sects in the family is the ‘Aphrophora 
spumaria, a- species of small size which 
frequents garden plants, the larva and 
pupa investing themselves with a 
rothy excrementitious: secretion which 

as given rise to various fancies. A 
species of Aphrophora is also found in 
great quantities upon trees in Mada- 
gascar, the larva of which has the 
power of emitting a considerable quan- 
tity of clear water, especially -in the 
middle of the day, when the heat is 
greatest.”” Here the statemerit is de- 
finitely made that the froth is excre- 
mentitious, and the Madagascar insect 
is shown to be different from Aphrop- 
hora in that it excudes a clear water. 
In Dr. Harris’s Treatise on some of 
the Insects Injurious to Vegetation, of 
Massachusetts, we find a most definite 
statement as to the origin and nature 
of this froth. He says: ‘“‘Here may be 
arranged the singular insects, called 
frog hoppers (Ceropididae), which pass 
their whole lives on plants, on the 
stems of which their eggs are laid in 
the autumn. The following summer 
they are hatched, and the young im- 
mediately perforate the bark with 
their beaks and begin to imbibe the 
sap. They take in such quantities of 
this that it oozes out of their bodies 
continually in the form of little bub- 
bles, which soon completely cover up 
the insects.” In Dr. Packard's ad- 
mirable Guide to the Study of Insects 
the statement is made that “Helochara 
and Aphrophora, while in the larva 
state, suck the sap of grasses and emit 
a great quantity of froth, or in some 
cases a clear liquid; which in the for- 
mer case envelops the body and thus 
conceals it from sight. It is then vul- 
garly called ‘toad’s spittle.’ 

“In other accounts it is stated that 
the larvae ‘live covered by masses of 
froth which the insects produce by 
expelling from their beak the juices 
drawn out of the tree. 


“The above tracts are sufficient to 
indicate the common belief among en- 
tomologists that the insect in some 
way emits this froth from the body. 
A most cursory examination of the 
creature, however, shows that its only 
secretion is a clear fluid. 


“The so-called frog spittle or cuckoo 
spit appears as little flecks of froth 
on grass, buttercups, and many other 
plants during the early summer. These 
flecks of froth may be found very com- 
monly at the junction of the leaf with 
the stem. Immersed in this froth is 
found a little green insect, sometimes 
two or three of them, concealed by the

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ture represents the early stage of an 
insect which in its full growth still 
lives upon grass, and is easily recog- 
nized by its triangular shape and its 
ability of jumping like a grasshop- 
per. There are a number of species, 
the one living on grass apparently con- 
fines_itself to the grass alone, though 
I have seen one species that frequents 
: uumber of different plants. A species 
found on the white pine is dark brown 
in color, and the froth in which it 1s 
found not only hangs pendent from 
the branch, but the lower portion ap- 
pears &s a, lar drop of clear water. 


“A°* number of. neuropterous insects 
whose early stages are passed in the 
water are furnished “with  branchiai 
tracheae or false gills. These consist 
of filaments springing from the sides 
of the abdominal segments, In ‘the 
early stages of certain dragon flies the 
rectum supports epithelial folds which 
are filled with fine tubes- from the 
trreheal system. Among certain aqua- 


| tie. insects belonging to the order of 
trust- | 


Hemiptera the creatures reach out the 
hinder portion of the body to secure 
air. Dr. Myall, in his very interest- 
ing book on the Natural History of 
Aquatic Insects, says: “A Nepa or a 
Ranatra may sometimes be seen to 
creep backward along a_ submerged 
weed until the tip of its breathing tube 
breaks the surface of the water.” 

“The Aphrophora while immersed in 
the watery fluid, whether secreted by 
itself or consisting of clear water 
which has been supplied to it, reaches 
out for air in precisely similar man- 
ner. Primarily the froth made by this 
insect not only keeps the body moist, 
but acts as a protection against ils 
enemies. 

“A number of individuals may often 
be found in one fleck of froth, and they 
are entirely hidden from sight while 
immersed in this way. The viscid 
character of the fluid secreted insures 
the retention of .the air the insect 
collects in the form of little bubbles. 

This peculiar feature must have been 
a secondary acquisition. The bubbles 
not only surround the insect and the 
stem upon which it rests, but flows 
in a continuous sheet between the ven- 
tral. plates of the abdomen, and the In- 
sect probably utilizes this air in the 
manner of other -breathing aquatic 
larvae—namely thrdéugh its spiracles. 
As many aquatic larvae respire in two 
“ways, either inhaling air through the 
spiracles or by means of. branchial 
leaflets, so Aphrophora may likewise 
utilize its branchial tufts for the same 
purpose. For this reason we can un- 
derstand how each fresh. bubble 
added to the mass may aerate the 
fluid, so to speak, and thus insure at

tOCAL COLLECTIONS. 


The next speaker, John Robinson of 
the Peabody Museum in Salem, pre- 
sented a short paper on “Local Collec- 
tions.’ He calleg attention to the arti- 
cle by 'Prof. Morse on the desirability 
of eStablishing public museums and 
quoted from it to show how few public 
museums there are in comparison to 
the great number of public libraries. 
He spoke of muse"ms in general and 
referred to the two most common mu- 
seums likely to be established, the edu- 
cuational and the local. “The educa- 
tional] museum,” he said “should be 
an encyclopedia illustrated by type 
specimens, a collection covering all the 
departments of science intended to te 
covered in due relative proportions, It 
should be attractively arranged, the 
specimens clearly labeled, with copious 
references to books and papers treating 
of the objects displayed or the groups 
to which they Lelong. The educational 
museum may be made equally perfect 
whether it fills . single small room or 
occupies a series of large hails, so long 


as the relative proportions of its de- 
partments are adhered to rigidly. 
“The local museum on the other 


hand must be allowed to expand in any 
direction so long as objects collected 


are found within. the geographical 
limits of the region or illustrate its 
features. As historical societies are 


most commonly tormed before the nat- 
ural history clubs or societies, it is 
found convenient to unite the two and 
establish a jo'nt collection, The 
grounirg in one museum of these 
wideiy different objects seem at first 
sight to be in:ppropriate, but it is 
perfectly feasible. L. forming a local 
museum decide at the outset precisely 
what ground is to be covered and do 
not allow anything to tempt you be- 
yond these tines. Above all do not mix 
the local with the general work. 

“Museum cases are always expensive 
and simplc ones w.th the greatest pos- 
sible exposure of glass should be 
built. Have t cases painted white 
and the room itself should be as light 
as possible. A specimen without a la- 
bel is of little use. The label should 
be distinctly written or printed and ali 
labels .should be alike in style. 

Aft-r describing’ the various methods 
of arranging the specimens in the mu- 
seum the speake: said: “An important 
duty of the local museum is to aid in 
the eff.rts now being made to vrotect 
our native birds and preserve our rarer 
wild flowers. Besides direct personal 
influence by members of the local soci- 
ety, the museum, if reasonabl*, com- 
plete and accessible to the public, will 
in a great measure do away with the 
necessity and curb the desire for form- 
ing trivial private collections, Encour- 
age collectors to add some new speci- 
mens to the museum and. discourage 
the duplication of those. already there. 
Enjle-yor to ..make everyone in the 
community feel a personal interest and 
pride.in the museum and a sort of 
proprieto:ship in it. Get hold of the 
chil?ren if you can and interest them 


‘in the life histories of plants and ani-

Schogls, where prizes are

mats and show tiem how they can be 
of real assistance in obtaining some 
the -ollection. Discourage 


them from collecting indiscriminately 


simply for the purpose of piling up 
specimens. The knowledge of a’ few 
species of animals or plants is of 


far greater benefit to them than the 
mere accumulation of objects in a 
collection. Z 

“Including the formation of herbaria 
as part of the regular work in our 
frequent'y 


tions, seems to me to be of very ques- 
tionable desirab.lity. -Valuable study 
hours are often expended just at the 
close of the school year and other work 
neglected for no useful purpose, Per- 
haps a hundred small collections of 
dried plants a.e made, individuality 
and collectively of no value, which are 
sure to become the prey of insects aid 
be thrown away ina few years. A sin- 
gle species of plant new to the muse- 
um collection would be of more value 
and do more credit to the collector 
than to possess the entire mass of 
school herbaria. 

“The school garden furnishes a far 
better means cf interesting children 
in botany. Let them raise their own 
specimens—plants of aS many differ- 
ent families as possible—and mean- 
while study thei. germination, root for- 
mation leaf and flower morphology, 
the methods of ‘ertilization and the in- 
sect aids, the development of the fruit. 
Merely collecting and naming plants is 
not of itself stulying botany, it is the 
dryest part of the entire field of plant 
study, and often, if forced to do this 
work the boy o~ girl becomes disgust- 
ec with the whole subject. 

“A very desirable way of interesting 
children in botany—available to city 
children as well as those living in the 
country—is to encourage them to be- 
come familiar with the street trees, to 
know their names and their nuture 
ani to observe them and to write out 
accc ints of their varied conditions 
throughout the year—in winter as 
well as summer, i et the herbarium, if 
one is to be made, take the form of 
the life history ./ a single species. As-

Census of American Negroes. 

The latest census bureau bulletin 
shows that 9,204,531 negroes were liv- 
ing in the United States in 1900, includ- 
ing Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico. 
This is undoubtedly the largest negro 
population in any country outside of 
Africa. Nine-tenths of the negro pop- 
ulation in fhis country is in the old 
slave states and nearly one-third in the 
three states of Georgia, Mississippi and 
Alabama. In Mississippi ané@ South 
Cacolina the negroes exceed the whites 
{in number. In spite of the recent tend- 
ency of negro population toward the 
city this bulletin shows that 77 per cent 
were still living in the country, while 
the percentage of white rural popula- 
tion was only 57.

Judge Ludwig, in the superior court 
at Milwaukee, decided that contracts 
made by labor unions with manufac- 
turers prohibiting the employment of 
nonunion labor constitute class dis- 
crimination and are therefore uncon- 
stitutional. The decisiofi was rendered 
in the suit brought by the Milwaukee 
Custom Tailors’ union against a local 
concern who had signed such a con- 
tract and failed to carry it out. 


Colorado Dynamite Confession. 

Secretary Frank Cochran of the Yic- 
tor (Colo.) Miners’ union in a confes- 
sion made public by District Attorney 
Crump involves Secretary Haywood of 
the Western Federation of Miners and 
other members of the federation in the 
dynamite éxplosion at the Independent 
railway station, which killed fifteen 
nonunion miners, June 6. Cochran says 
that Haywood came to Victor and ar 
ranged the details of the plot. Cochran 
himself admits being one of the plot- 
ters, and says Victor Poole was paid 
$200 to explode the dynamite, and that 
he escaped over the mountains, where 
a wagon was waiting to take him to 
Colorado Springs. 


Antigambling Law Valid. 

Another battle has been fought out 
at New York in the legal war which 
District Attorney Jerome is waging 
against the professional gamblers. Un- 
der the new law passed by the last leg- 
islature the appellate division of the 
supreme court decided that Millionaire 
Lewisohn must tell what he knew 
about gambling at Canfield’s, thus hold- 
ing that the law is constitutional. The 
judges stood three to two on this de- 
cision, and Lewisohn will appeal to 
the highest court. All along he has re- 
fused to answer questions as a witness 
on the ground tbat it would tend to 
incriminate him.

BIRD LIFE 


“The Ethics of Bird Life’ was the 
topic discussed by Corwin F, Palme! 
superintendent of the Andover schools. 
He said in part: 

Birds attract us at first by their song 
and plumage and their graceful move- 
ments. A more intimate acquaintance 
with bird life in its varied\forms, how- 
ever, reveals many. characteristict 
that are so intensely humapin their 
manifestations that we become fas- 
cinated with the study. We find so 
many traits in coramon between us and 
our “ittle brothers of the air, they are 
so ethereal, so fiitting; they come and 
Zo so silently, so mysteriously, that in 
fancy, at least, we invest them with 
spirital qualities akin to our own. 

Their domestic and social lives, their 
industries, their governments are epi- 
tomes of human kind and a trip into 
bird-land becomes as enchanting as a 
voyage to Lilliput. 

These human qualities of birds make 
them an interesting and profitable de- 
partment of tecture study in the 
schools. 

Birds have always been a favorit? 
theme of the poet and the artist. 

They enter lazyely into the symbol- 
ism of the mythology, and the reli- 
ions of the ancient and the modern 
world.

_ GIFT’ OF MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


Hon. Moses T. Stevens Generously Offers 
$20,000 for Land and Building. 


The citizens of North Andover “Gre ; 
highly pleased with the very public 
spirited offer made by the Hon. Moses 
T. Stevens to furnsh a site and erect 
a library building to cost not less than 
$20,000, thus making it necessary for 
the town to reject the generous offer | 
of Andrew Carnegie to build a $12,000" | 
building for:a similar purpose should | 
the town furnish a site. 

A special town meeting was held on 
Tuesday evening to consider the -mat- 
ter of accepting Mr. Carnegie’s offer. | 
Town Clerk James W. Leitch called | 
the assemblage to order at 8 o'clock 
and acted as the secretary of the 
meeting. The name of Peter Holt was 
mentioned for .modtrator to preside at 
the meeting and he was elected. 


The article in the warrant asking | 
for an extension of the town water | 
system through Essex street to the 
residence of Hubert M. Whittier on 
petition of Winfield S. Hughes and 
others, was first taken up. Great dis- 
cussion took place. On the motion of 
Mr. Osgood is was voted to extend the 
system as asked for without any guar- 
antee. This action was most accept- 
able to the grangers. 


The matter of Mr. Carnegie's offer 
was next considered. James C. Poor, 
chairman of the board of selectmen 


read several letters of correspondence 
with Mr. Carnegie’s representative. 
The iron king proposed to erect a/| 
$12,00 library building should the town 
vote to furnish a suitable site and vote | 
to appropriate annually the sum of | 
$1200 for its maintenance. 

At this time the communication re- 
ceived from Mr. Stevens by the se- 
lectmen was read by Moderator Hoit. 
The generosity of one of North And- 
over’s most prominent citizens, so ap- 
parent, brought forth great enthusiasin 
among those present and the reading 
of the communication was_ received 
with great applause. It was decided 
to reject Mr. Carnegie’s offer, making 
to him an explanation of the _ condi- 
tions of the rejection and _ express- 
ing thanks for his generous offer. The 
article was then stricken from the 
warrant. 

t was decided to leave Mr. Stevens’ 
offe the hands of the selectmen for 
the préegént so that they may confer 


with him in regard to it, Later they 
will call a meeting of the voters tu 
consider it.
